Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 7.—Con­

During the 1800-1900 period, Albany. 
-V Y.; Lynchburg, Va.; Sioux City, 
la., and Lansing, Saginaw and Bay 
City, Mich., were all shown to have 
sustained real losses. All of these 
c ties have now joined the gaining 
class and some of them have scored 
heavily. 


The decrease in Albany and Bay 
City in 1900 was less than I per cent 
each, 
and 
both 
rallied 
before

enum erator made his appearance las* 
June, 
Albany showing an 
increase 
of 6 1-2 per cent and Bay City of 63 
per cent. Sioux City, which lost 12 
per cent from 1890 to 1900, now r - 
ports a gain of over 44 per cent, 
while 
Lynchburg,

during the previous decade to Du ex­ 
ten t of 4 per cent, now show ; a gain 
of :>6 per cent. Saginaw, wit* a loss 
in 1900 of 9 per cent, m a d » i gain 
of 19 per cent in 1910. 


Not only have there been no ’esses

of considerable dimensions. Albany 
was the only city of the entire num­ 
ber to score a gain of less than :0 
per cent. Indeed, ’n only the two 
other cases of Cincinnati with 11.08 
and Wilmington, Del., with a gain of 
14.3 per cent, was the gain less than 
18 per cent.

ping its vitality, and it resembles a 
patient alm ost at

period is Irregular—-it has a sudden 
accession of energy and flares up for 
a little while with several hundred 
fold brilliancy only to sink back into 
a dull red point that nearly escapes 
the ken of the telescope. One inter­
